“But if the spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead. 
dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ from the dead, shall also 
quicken your mortal bodies by 
his spirit that dwelleth in you.” 
Romans 8:11. How are the dead 
raised up and with what body do, 
they come? 1 Cor. 15: 35. The 
tangible assurance lies in 
the great fact of the resurrection 
of Christ. The resurrection of 
the body is so contrary to all 
experience that we need some 
tangible fact to assure us Of it. 


The Scriptures abound - in 
proof of His resurrection. First 
we consider the promises of the 
resurrection. ‘““But God will re- 
deem my soul from the power of 
the grave: for he shall receive 
me. Selah.” Psalms 49:15. 


Jesus said, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, The hour is com- 
ing, and now is, when the dead 
shall hear the voice of the Son 
of God: and they that hear shall 
live.” John 5:25. “And have hope 
toward God, which they them- 
selves also allow, that there 
shall be a resurrection of the 
dead, both the just and unjust.” 
Acts 24:15. 


“And this is the will of him 
that sent me, that every one 
which seeth the Son, and be- 
jieveth on him, may have ever- 
lasting life: and I will raise him 
up at the last day.” John 6:40. 

“For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a 
voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first.” 1 Thes. 
4:16. 

There are many other Scrip- 
tures that could be referred to 
on the promises of the resurrec- 
tjon of the body. 


This is one of the most im- 
portant themes of the early 
saints. The question of the 
resurrection afforded material 
for almost endless questions and 
debates. Before Christ the hope 
of immortality was but faint 
and flickering. Amongst the 
Jews it was at times almost ex- 
tinguishec. In fact, one whole 
sect known as the Sadducees de- 
nied entirely the resurrection 
from the dead, but since the 
resurrection of our Lord to- 
gether with its many infallible 
proofs, this wonderful stibject 
has become permanent through- 
out the entire Christian world. 


After briefly considering some 
of the promises concerning the 
resurrection of the body it would 
be well to consider the fact that 
His resurrection was foretold. 


“For thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell neither wilt thou 
suffer thine holy one to see 


that time Jesus began to show 
unto His disciples how He must 
go unto Jerusalem and _ suffer 
many things of the elders and 
chief priests and scribes and be 
killed and raised again the 
third day. Matt. 20:19. “But after 
Iam risen again, I will go before 
you into Galilee.” Matt. 26:32. 
“That Christ should suffer, and 
that He should be the first that 
should rise from the dead, and 
should shew light unto the peo- 
ple and to the Gentiles.” Acts 
26:23. 

As infallible proof of His 
resurrection: He appeared to 
Mary Magdaline, to the other 
women, the two disciples, to the 
eleven disciples, to Peter, to the 
ten, Thomas being absent, to the 
eleven at the sea of Galilee and 


Then after His ascension He 
appeared to Paul at the time of 
His conversion. 

It seems that this great num- 
ber of witnesses is proof of the 
resurrection of Jesus from the 
dead. As before stated the sub- 
ject of the resurrection was very 
prominent in the early Church. 
“And with great power gave the 
apostle witness of the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus: and great 
grace was upon them all.” Acts 
4:33. After the apostles had re- 
ceived the full pentecostal 
baptism they had boldness to 
witness to the resurrection in 
the face of a howling and angry 
mob. w 

“Him being delivered by the 
determinate counsel and fore- 
knowledge of God, ye have 
taken, and by wicked hands have 
crucified and slain: Whom God 
hath raised up, having loosed 
the pains of death: because it 
was not possible that he should 
be holden of it.” Acts 2:28, 24. 

“But ye denied the Holy One 
and the Just, and desired a 
murderer to be granted unto 
you; And killed the Prince of 
life, whom God hath raised from 
the dead; whereof we are wit- 
nesses” Acts 3:14, 15. 

In consideration of the fore- 
going Scriptures and many oth- 
ers that could be referred to we 
find that it can no longer be a 
question, shall we rise from the 
dead, for this is a foregone con- 
clusion and a universal decree. 

Neither can it be a question, 
Is it this body that shall rise, for 
there is nothing else buried and 
for this reason there is nothing 
else to rise. Then if there be a 
resurrection, it must be a resur- 
rection of the body. 

The questions now before us 
are, what manner of body shall 
we have, -/hoWare the dead 
raised up, and with what body 
-do they come?

Sowing im- 
plies an expectation of new and 
multiplied life. It is said that a 
certain nationality’ calls the 
cemetery the Lord’s acre.

so it is with human creatures, 
they aré sown in the earth. After 
the days and years of sunshine 
and rain they are quickened and 
come forth in a higher order of 
life bloomed for eternity. God 
gives the grain a_ resurrection 
from year to year “Then if Hé 
can keep these little bodies living 
for years by an annual resurrec- 
tion could we for one moment 
entertain a thought that God 
would allow our bodies to perish

This mys- 
tery cannot be reasoned out no 
more than the mystery of the 
resurrection of the body, yet it 
is all true.

Ezekiel 37:12, 13, “Thus saith the 
Lord God; Behold, O my people, I 
will open your graves, and cause you 
to come up out of ‘your graves ‘and 
bring you into the land of Israel. And 
ye shall know that I am the Lord, 
when I have opened your graves, O 
my people, and brought you up out of 
your graves.” Thus we can readily 
see that in the days of Job and 
Ezekiel, they believed in a literal 
resurrection. 

Now let us notice the words of Je- 
sus. John 5:28, 29, “Marvel not at 
this: for the hour is coming, in the 
whieh all that is in the graves shall 
hear his voice, And shall come forth; 
they that have done good unto 
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him, 
grave;

the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil unto the 
resurrection of damnation.” It is! 


easily to be seen that Jesus had ref- 
erence to a literal resurrection of the 
body, for that is all that occupies the 
grave unless it be true that the 
soul sleeps in the grave with the 
body. 

If you should convince me that 
there is not a literal resurrection of 
the body, then I would be forced to 
join the soul sleeping crowd; for 
something is going to come out of the 
grave. , 

The resurrection of the body is a 
doctrine entirely unknown to the 
wisest heathen philosopher and, pe- 
culiar to the gospel, they have a 
glimmering conception of the immor- 
tality of the soul, but they are en- 
tirely ignorant of the reviving of the 
body. Faith in the resurrection of 
the body does not contradict reason 
as some claim, but on the other 
hand reason assists faith at _ this 
point, both as to the will of God, and 
The en- 
tire man and, not the soul only, is 
duty bound to observe the laws of 
God, and they are obeyed or violated 
by the soul and body in conjunction. 
The soul designs, and the body ex- 
ecutes. 

The senses are open windows in the 
body, by which temptation reaches 
the soul. The carnal affections de- 
prave the soul, corrupt the mind and 
lead it into channels of vice. 


The heart is the fountain of pro- 
fanity and the tongue is the medium 
of expression: thus, the members be- 
come instruments in the service of 
sin. Likewise the body is obedient to 
the sanctified soul in doing good or 
suffering for God, and denies its sen- 
Sual appetites and desires in com- 
pliance with reason and grace. Hence, 
we are forced to the conclusion that 
there will’ be a universal resurrec- 
tion, that God in bestowing His re- 
wards might make the bodies of His 
servatits gloriously happy with their 
souls, and their souls completely hap- 
py in union with their bodies, and 
visa versa, that God’s vengeance and 
justice might be vindicated in pun- 
ishing the bodies of the wicked with 
their souls, with eternal torments in 
answer to their guilty lives. 


The possibility of the resurrection 
is clearly demonstrated in the con- 
tinual production of things in the 
world. Jesus referred to this in His 
teaching on the resurrection. A grain 
of. corn or wheat sown in the ground 
corrupts and dies, and afterward 
springs up entire; thus, life is the 
product of death. In the fall we see 
everything showing signs of death 
and with the return of spring there 
is the returning of life. 
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it, by calling Lazarus from the grave. 

This act of Jesus was a demonstra- 
tion of His power that He will exer- 
cise over the bodies of His saints 
when He comes to catch away His 
bride; and the expression, “He that 
liveth and believeth on me shall ney- 
er die;” refers to the believers who 
will be living at the time of the rap- 
ture. The only thing that will happen 
to them will be a change from mortal 
to immortality; thus, evading death. 
This is verified by Paul in the 15th 
chapter of 1 Corinthians. They are 
the ones who will shout the victory 
over death and the grave; because 
they were just changed from mortal 
to immortality without tasting of 
death, or becoming a victim of the 
grave. 1 Cor. 15:55. 

Thousands of believers. will never 
die. Already we have had examples 
of this. Enoch was not, for God took 
him. He walked with God so long, 
and became so familiar with him, 
that when God came along in his 
chariot of fire, and invited him to go 
home with him, the invitation was 
accepted, and he went to heaven alivé. 

When Elijah got through with his 
work here in this world, some how 
it got out that he was going to heav- 
en alive. Elisha was determined to 
see the sight. One day a whirlwind 
dropped down and Elijah went up| 
alive and all he left behind was his 
old clothes, so it will be with some 
of us who are living when Jesus 
comes, we will be caught up alive 
and never die. 

Continuing with the story of Laz- 
arus, Jesus was standing at the mouth 
of the sepulchre where Lazarus lay, 
and with a loud voice He said, “Laz- 
arus come forth!” Immediately, he 
that was dead stood before them, 
bound in his grave clothes. They were 
asked to loose him and let him go.

The resurrection of Christ is th 

argument, the claim, and the &Ssur- 


ance of the resurrection of believers: 


to glory; for God had chosen and ‘or- 
dained Him to be the ¢Xample and 
principle from which all divine bleés- 
ings should be derived. ‘Accordingly 
He tells His disciples, “Because L 
live, ye shall live afso.” Jho. 14:19. 
He was called the first fruits of them 
that slept. 1 Cor. 15:20. 

Under the law the first fruits were. 
a pledge and assurance of the follow- 
ing harvest, and ‘as from the condi- 
tions of the first fruits being offered 
to God, the whole Harvest was eén- 
titled to a consecration to God. So 
the resurrection of our Savior to the 
life of glory, is the earnest assur- 
ance of ours. 


Christ is the head ana we are His 
members; and, therefore, entitled to 
communion with Him in His resur- 
rected life. Paul said, “We are mem- 
bers of his body, of his ‘flesh, and 
of his bones.” Now, if Jésus, the 
head, arose with His literal body, 
and became the first fruits of them 
that slept; and became an example to 
all believers; is it not conclusive that 
His followers will get up with their 
literal bodies ‘and he joined to their 
head? 

Now, let us notice the resurrection of. 
Jesus’ body. Did He rise with His 
literal body? 

Late Friday afternoon the body of 
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Henry Ware, Jr. 


Jesus was begged from Pilate and 
laid in Joseph’s new tomb. The en- 
emies of Jesus went to Pilate and 
informed him that Jesus had said, 
that after three days He would rise 
again; and they requested that the 
sepulchre be made sure till after the 
third day, lest His disciples come by 
night and steal His body away and 
tell the people He had risen from the 
dead. Their request was’ granted, 
and he told them to make it as sure 
as they could. A seal was placed on 
the stone at the mouth of the sep- 
ulchre, and a watch was set. Every- 
thing went well till about day dawn 
of the third day when the guard was 
aroused by the appearance of some 


women who had come to the seépul- 
chre. 


Suddenly, there was a great earth 
quake, and an angel was seen rolling 
the stone away from the door of the 
sepulchre. He paid no atttention to 
the seal; nor the guard, who, quaking 
with fear, became as dead men; while 
the angel sat on the stone and talked 
with the women concerning Jesus de- 
claring that He was not in the grave, 
but was risen from the dead, as he had 
said, and invited them to come and see 
the place where the Lord lay. He 
then sent them to the disciples to 
tell the glorious news of their risen 
Lord. As they turned to go, they met 
Jesus, clasped His feet, and wor- 
shipped Him; then hastened away to 
tell the disciples all they had seen and 
heard. 

The Jews planned a_ deceptive 
scheme and tried to explain away the 
resurrection of Jesus, but dn open 
and empty grave and a visible Christ, 
bearing the scars of the nail prints 
in His hands and feet, were irrefu- 
table arguments of His resurrection, 
and that they had» perpetrated a 
falsehood. ; 

Peter ran to the sepulchre and found 
nothing but the grave clothés. On

was ltiquestidifably literal. If Christ, 
the head of His Church, was raised 
With His literal body, then we, His 
‘Church Which is His body, will come 
from the grave With our literal bodies. 
at His coming to catch His 

away to the marriage supper in the 
skies. 

Again, the resurrection of Christ is 
the most important article of tlte 
gospel, and is the demonstration of 
all the rest; hence, Paul says in 1 Cor. 
15:14, “If Christ be not risen them 
is our ‘preaching vain, and our 
faith is also vain,” and in verse 
17, “If Christ be not raised, your faith 
is vain, ye are yet in your sins.” This, 
we see that every principle of the 
gospel depends upon the resurrection 
of Christ. It was to be the founda 
tion of all their preaching. When 
the disciples were selecting one t 
take the bishoprick of Judas we have 
these words, “Wherefore of these mem 
which have companied with us al 
the time that the Lord Jesus went In 
and out among us, Beginning from 
.the baptism of John, unto the same 
day that he was taken up from was, 
must one be ordained to be a witness 
with us.of his resurrection.” Acts 1:25, 
22. 

His resurrection was a most preg 
nant proof of His all sufficiency, of 
His satisfaction and of the demands of 
the law concerning the human race. 
The curse of the law seemed to ae 
company His death, and it lay like a 
mighty weight on His grave; but m 
rising again, that weight was re 
moved, and the value and virtue 


| of His sufferings were fully declared. 


“He was delivered for our offences: 
and raised for our justification.” Rom. 
4:25. As surety for us, He paid our 
debt and satisfied divine justice in 
full; complete satisfaction being 
made, he was released from the grave, 
and was heralded to the world as a 
conqueror of death, hell, and the 
grave; thus, giving us the assurande 
that the grave could not hold us. As 
we have said, our faith and salvation 
stands only through the fact that Je 
sus rose from the dead; for if He had 
remained in the grave, all our hopes. 
of eternal life would have been buried 
with Him, but His resurrection is the 
cause and pattern of ours, and be 
comes the most convincing argument 
of a literal resurrection of God’s 
children. 

Just a tew words with reference 
to the different resurrections and this 
article closes. , 

Individual resurrections took place 
both in the Jewish and gospel dispen- 
sation. There will possibly be the 
individual resurrections of the beast 
and false prophet, yet future. Cok 
lectively we have had the resurree- 
tion of the saints along with the res- 
urrection of Jesus, as the first fruits: 
or earnest of the full harvest; then 
there will be the harvest at the com 
ing of Jesus, which will possibly be 
followed by the gleanings at the 
close of the tribulation period, which 
will include those who lost their lives. 
for the faith of the gospel under the 
reign of the Antichrist. 


Then Ezekiel infers that there wil 
be a resurrection of the Jews some- 
time in the close of their dispensa- 
tion and their reinstating in their 
own Palestine country; then a gener- 
al resurrection of all the remaining 
dead at, or some time after the close 
of the milliennium, and all who have 
not their names written in the Lamb’s 
book of life will find their portion 
in the lake of fire. 


Brother, it behooves us to be ready,. 
for in such an hour as ye think not. 
the Son of man cometh. I am daily 
looking for His advent to catch away 
His bride. I must be ready. To fail 
is to lose all. If He should come now 
would He find you ready? I fear that. 
many who have spent years of ser- 
vice and suffering have let up to that 
extent that should He come today, 
they would be found with all the oif 
leaked out of the vessel and not ready 
to go. 

Brother, that would be a sad. af- 
fair. God will not let you stand on 
past blessings and service. 

Ezekiel said, In the day the right- 
eous man sins if he dies, all his right- 
eousness will not be mentioned un- 
to him; but he shall die for the sin 
he committed. 
shall be blessed that is on his job 
giving meat in due season; but on 
the other hand, if he decides that hip. 
Lord delays His coming and begins 
to smite his fellow man and to eat 
and drink with the drunken; the Lord 
of that servant will come at a time 
when he is not aware, and appoint 
him his portion with the hypocrites 
where there will be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

O God! don’t let that be me. fF 
have labored and toiled for thee these 
thirty-seven years. Oftimes I have 
gone hungry and with but few and 
poor clothing; suffered at the hands 
of cruel mobs and would be assas- 
sins; lay long weary nights behind 
the bars; and all for this gospel [f 
love. Please help me to hold on @ 
few more days. Don’t let me become: 
careless away down here in the eve- 
ning of life and forfeit my parting the 
glorious hope of being a part of the 
bride, and if I have not been able to 
measure up to the standard of those 
who have a place in the bride; them

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The Resurrection 


The Lord is Rigen indeed. Luke 24:34. 

In the early ages while keeping the 
Waster festival, every one-om meet- 
“Wig one another would say, “He is 
risen’, the other would answer “He 
fs risen.” Itwould be well today if 
people could. realize more vividly 
that He is Tisen. Paul said, “If 
Christ be not raised your faith is 
vain.” 

We take the sacrament to 
forth His death till He comes, but 
what shows the resurrection? The 
breaking forth from the watery grave 
in baptism represents the resurrec- 
tion. Also many every day scenes 
represent the resurrection. The 
‘old winter has had _ vegetation 
buried now for many ‘months, but 
Soon all nature is to break forth 
fo brighten the world withits glory. 
The corn is buried beneath the clod 
but will soon burst the clods and 
eome forth. 


While some may not believe that 
Jesus arose from the dead, there is 
all the evidence that is needed to 
confirm the fact that He did. He was 
seen by the women at the tomb, the 
two men on the way to Emmaus, the 
apostles, and Cephas, then over five 
hundred at one time, whom the great- 
er part were living at the date of 
Paul’s writing. Then Paul said that 
he saw Him, also Paul heard His 
voice speaking to him from heaven. 
This was abundant evidence that Je- 
sus had risen indeed. 

Paul said, “I protest By your re 
joicing which I have in Christ.” The 
thought is, their very rejoicing was 
a sign that their was to be a resur- 
rection of the dead and that Jesus 
was the first fruits. The very same 
thought prevails today. We know 
that Jesus is risen because He did 
what He said He would do after ris- 
ing and going back to heaven, that 
is, sent back the Comforter, which 
He did, so every time one receives 
the Holy Ghost it is just another in- 
dication that the Lord is risen. 

“Jesus, the first fruits.’ This 
thought is carried from the practice 
of the Jews going into the harvest 
field and first cutting down a hand- 
ful of the grain, then waving it be- 
fore the Lord. Then later they would 
go into the field and reap the main 
harvest; then also the gleaners would 
follow and glean from every stalk 
of the grain they could find.

The First Resurrection 


The first resurrection began with 
Jesus the first fruits; the main res- 
urrection (harvest) will be at the 
period known as the rapture; the 
gleaning will be at the close of the 
tribulation, which will be the gather- 
ing to the mid air the _ tribulation 
saints, those who will have given 
their lives for the Word of God and 
their testimony. 

Paul told the Thessalonians that 
they should not mourn as those who 
have no hope, and that they would 
not precede their loved ones whose 
bodies were laying in the grave, but 
that they would come forth first, then 
the living saints would be changed 
and caught up together with them in 
the air. They were worrying because 
they didn’t understand that the dead 
saints would come up when the Lord 
comes. They could understand that 
the living would go with the Lord, 
but Paul told them that the living 
should ‘not go ahead of the dead saints 
in the rapture, but all would go to- 
gether. Now he admonished that 
they should comfort each other with 
the words he had given them. Yes 
do not sorrow any more as though 
you have no hope for them, they are 
as.safe as the living, they will come 
forth and receive of the same glory 
as the living saints. 


The Second Resurrection 


“Blessed and holy are they that 
have a part in the first resurrection.” 

Paul was greatly desiring that he 
might attain to the resurrection from 
the dead. This was the thing that 
the Jews had never understood. Mary 
and Martha didn’t understand this. 
They were expecting Lazarus to come 
forth in a general resurrection, but 
Jesus gave them to understand that 
He was the resurection and life. Je- 
sus tells us that those who are worthy 
of the resurrection FROM the dead 
neither marry nor are given in mar- 
riage for they are as angels. 

Now this special class who are as 
angels are those who come forth 
FROM THE DEAD, not with the dead 
in a general resurrection but from 
the dead, that is, coming forth leaving 
myriads of.dead within the tomb. 
This was the very experience that 
Paul was hoping to attain. 

Who attains to this? “The blessed 
and holy.” “This is the,first resurrec- 
tion,” signifying that there is a 
second. John said, “I saw the dead, 
both small and great.” When? At 
the close of the thousand year reign. 
The dead both small and great stand 
before the throne. This is the great 
white throne, God Himself is judge. 
The dead are those that Paul hoped 
to come out from among. The dead 
included the fearful, liars, sorcerers, 
etc. These are they who do not have 
their names written on the Lamb’s 
book of life, also there was a class 
there who did have their names in 
this book, but those who were filthy 
when they fell as a tree, in death; 
and have lain till the judgment day 
will be filthy still. Also let him that 
is unjust be unjust still, and he that 
is righteous, let him be righteous still. 

This is a summary of the resurrec- 


’| habit. 


tion. And the thing that I see about 
this that should-attract the attention; 
of the saints today is, that they should 
be of the same mind as our beloved 
brother Paul, and that is, to attain 
unto thé resurrection from the dead, 
or in other words, be able to come 
forth in the first resurrection; and 
Revelation 20:6 plainly says that this 
attainment belongs to the blessed and 
holy. 

Paul tells us at 1 Thes. 2:10 that 
he was living a holy life and that 
without blame, and I am sure that if 
he kept that up till his death he will 
come forth in the first resurrection. 

Please read this verse carefully and 
note his testimony concerning his holy 
living. He called on the Thessalo- 
nians to witness against him if he 
wasn’t living it, also he was willing 
ror God to witness his living. That 
kind of an experience will surely 
bring one out from the dead who is 
to stand on the other side of the 
Millennium. My hope, my desire and 
aim is to come forth in the first res- 
urrection and not the last.

They shouted and 
the morning stars sang together 
while the Lord was building our 
earthly home. On velvets snowy 
wings, with messages. of love 
and mercy, they have beaten 
the air lines between heaven and 
earth to minister to the saints of 
earth. They are more familiar 
with the milky way and the 
paths of the sky than we are to 
the dusty roads of the earth. 
They have been ministering 
spirits and have hovered around 
at times when danger was near. 
No doubt they have whispered 
to us from eternity. 


Many times when the strug- 
gles of life were so hard, in the 
hour of discouragement, they 
have cheered us. They have ac- 
companied the spirits of our 
loved ones to the paradise 
above while we with sad hearts 
laid their bodies beneath the 
sod.
